The hearing held last week on 
the proposed change in the Warren 
zoning ordinance got a little off the 
aase lines at times. The change 
would make Fourth ave., between 
Hickory and Liberty, a grade 3 
commercial area. 
This was brought about by the 
Loblaws Grocery which has bought 
two properties and did have an 
option on a third. These properties 
are the last three going west on 
the north side, and the petitioners 
claim a modern building and off- 
street parking would replace the 
present old structures. 
It is natural for those in this 
area to oppose such a move. To 
change a residential area to a 
Grade 3 commercial is quite a 
jump, and to create such an area 
on the very edge of a Grade 3 
residential area probably is asking 
quite a bit. 
In fairness to those involved it 
seems that there should be a buf­ 
fer strip, such as a Grade I com­ 
mercial, allowing professional of­ 
fices, churches, 
apartments and 
similar buildings. In time this also 
might change but the alteration 
would be natural and gradual, giv­ 
ing all property owners an oppor­ 
tunity to make adjustments. 
However, there were statements 
made at the hearing which require 
refuting and it did not seem quite 
fair that at least one rebuttal was 
not allowed. The suggestion that 
there has been no change in this 
area is ridiculous and the state­ 
ment that the only changes on 
Liberty have been below Third 
obviously is incorrect. 
If Warren is to grow there will 
be changes and the purpose of the 
zoning law is not to keep the com­ 
munity as it is but to control its 
growth. Where 
the 
post 
office 
stands today there was an old 
home, not unlike the ones involved 
on Fourth. This was not long ago. 
And on Liberty st., between third 
and Fourth, were other homes now 
gone, or used for other purposes. 
A home stood where the tennis 
court now is, and you can go down 
both sides in a like manner. 
We got the impression from the 
remarks made by R. W. Steber that 
he thought the council was inc I - 
rect in holding such a hearing and 
that it should have accepted the 
recommendation of its planning 
commission which had said it did 
not think the change should be 
made. We believe this was unfair. 
The role of a councilman is not 
an easy one, especially if he has 
a conscience. And we have some 
very conscientious, hard working 
men on the Warren governing body. 
We were present when the report 
of the planning commission was 
given and we did not hear any 
reasons supporting the recommen­ 
dation. It simply stated that the 
commission did not recommend 
such a change at this time. 
Very few hearings have been helc 
by council to consider proposer 
changes to the zoning ordinance. 
Most of the hearings involved the 
original ordinance and the early 
adjustments. Council has been very 
fair in its handling of such cases 
and the public has not been ex­ 
cessive in its demands for changes. 
We doubt if a farce is being made 
either of the ordinance or of the 
commission. 
It has been said that if council 
does not accept recommendations 
of the commission, the commission 
should quit. If 
the 
commission 
feels that way about it we are 
very much in favor of it doing so. 
The duties of this commission are 
very plainly stated in the state

law. It is an important job, but it 
is not an administrative one. It is 
advisory. And he who advises, no 
matter how wisely, can not expect 
his advice always to be accepted. 
He also must present a very good 
set of reasons with his advice, and 
these should be publicly stated. 
We have personal reasons for 
wanting Fourth ave. developed. We 
would be happy to see this entire 
neighborhood improved. But the 
welfare of the community as a 
whole is more important than a 
neighborhood gain. The Fourth ave. 
problem must be looked at in that 
light. 
Now Up To Council 
Next Monday the Warren bor­ 
ough council acts on the Fourth 
avenue proposai. We hope that the 
red herrings dragged across the 
trail will not influence this group’s 
decision. We also hope that reason­ 
ing minds have not been affected 
by sharp tongues.

It is doubtful if the change will 
be allowed. We don’t believe even 
a majority can be managed, but 
it may require more than that. If 
the petitioners opposing the change 
represent twenty per cent of the 
residents within a hundred feet in 
front and back of the affected 
property the majority must 
be 
three-fourths, according to attor­ 
neys who have studied the apply­ 
ing law. If the average sixteen 
councilmen out of eighteen show 
up, twelve must favor the change. 
On the one side are the many 
who believe Warren should permit 
such a change. On the other are 
those who have investments in res­ 
idential properties that could be 
adversely affected as 
such. 
No 
matter what anyone does, a change 
is taking place. How to control that 
change for the good of the com­ 
munity is the decision which coun­ 
cil must make.

Hunting: Time Wanted 
The Pennsylvania Game Com­ 
mission asks the editors to remind 
you of what this state has done 
for the hunters. This is to be a part 
of our Pennsylvania Week public­ 
ity, supporting the slogan, 
“It’s 
your Pennsylvania, Keep it Grow­ 
ing.” We then would take off on a 
reminder of the many who hunt 
Decause of the conservation of wild- 
ife and forests by the state. 
But we have 
a 
couple other 
things to say. Mainly we don’t 
think much of the so-called break 
given Pennsylvania hunters. We 
lave harped on it before and we 
will again. November is about as 
bad a month weatherwise as you 
can name. On a big percentage of 
Tie days in an average November 
it is raw, damp, and unpleasant. 
'ootball teams have stopped sched­ 
uling late games, most high schools 
winding up their season in mid- 
November. But the Commission 
says, go out and soak it up, boys, 
it is yours to enjoy. 
For eleven months the hunter 
waits. He may feed a dog or two, 
buy boots, a good gun, warm cloth­ 
ing. And if he works for a living, 
as most hunters do, and if his wife 
prefers he vacation in some other 
launt than the woods, 
as most 
wives do, our average hunter is 
stuck with four Saturdays. 
The law of averages says that 
half of these will be wet and cold. 
Ie has waited eleven months, 
bought expensive equipment and 
ie may hunt two good days. 
October is something else. And 
if he wants to buy a federal stamp 
ie may shoot a duck the last two 
weeks in October. And that is exact- 
y what we mean. In two weeks 
ie can shoot two wood ducks and 
one hooded Meganzer. Magnificant! 
He also can shoot doves, rails, 
woodcocks, and similar bits of fluff 
and bone in October. Some deal 
br a lovely month! 
And when December turns bitter 
cold, usually about as cold as it is 
all winter, he can hunt deer! You 
are not supposed to enjoy this 
hunting business. If you get some 
meat, be happy! 
We woud like to see the entire 
schedule moved back at least fif­ 
teen days. With the small game 
season opening the middle of Oc­ 
tober, even the hunter that failed 
to see the hair of a hare would put 
in a few pleasant days afield 
or 
a wood. 
Getting back to those ducks for 
a second, what migratory foul with 
any respect for his fine plummage 
will set it down on many portions 
of our dirty Allegheny, the major 
stream of the 
area? 
We 
have 
caught ducks in our hands, so filthy 
with oil they couldn’t take off. This 
may not be so true today, but the 
river still is a filthy place, with 
sewage pouring in from most of 
the towns along its banks. 
What is the state doing about 
that? With men out of work and a 
bit of pump priming not amiss, 
why not help these communities 
finance their sewage plants. If the 
state had enforced the law when it 
was first passed, these communi 
ties would have done the job at a 
fraction of the present cost. 
Keep It Growing, says the slo 
gan. Then let us use Pennsylvania 
Week not so much to fold our hands 
over our tummy and to sit back 
with a glow of self satisfaction, but 
as a time to look forward and to 
really make it a state of which 
we can be proud and in which it is 
a real pleasure to live. 
Yes, there are many natural re­ 
sources here, but we contend that 
as Pennsylvanians we are not mak­ 
ing the most of them. The real 
record of Pennsylvania is that we 
have allowed a major portion of 
them to he grossly wasted. There 
is much to be done if we are to 
correct the errors of the past.

Sharpen Your Heads 
Maybe you can’t shoot a gun in 
Pennsylvania during October as an 
excuse to spend a happy day in 


the open, but you can fit an arrow 
to your bow and let fly at the 
white tail of a deer. Starting Octob­ 
er ll you can hunt the soft skin­ 
ned denizen of our forests with 
the weapon of those who once re­ 
sided within these woodlands. 
This will require a 1954 hunting 
license and also a $2 special license 
which you can obtain from the 
Department of Revenue, Harris­ 
burg. The season lasts two weeks. 
The legal game is the buck with 
two or more points to an antler or 
an antler three or more inches 
long without points. And because 
of this early season the special 
game preserves for archers only 
are abolished. These were in Sulli­ 
van and Forest counties. 
Last year 10,691 obtained Octob­ 
er archery licenses and they prick­ 
ed 84 deer sufficiently well to bring 


them in for eating. This is quite an 
increase over the first such season 
in 1951 when about 5,000 bowmen 
brought in 33 legal bucks. The next 
season only 24 were killed. 
Just one warning, don’t use a 
cross bow or an arrow with an 
explosive tip. The hours are from 
seven to five. 
Another Wildcat Story Scuttled 
John R. Spahr, a seasoned game 
protector, says: “Reports that wild­ 
cats were seen roaming around 
cottages in the Pine Grove Fur­ 
nace area, about the Cumberland- 
Adams County Line, caused quite 
a scare among the summer resi­ 
dents. 
“I went on the alert to locate 
the cats. One evening I spied one 
and shot it. The animal turned out 
to he a large domestic cat gone 
wild. It had a bobbed tail and 
weighed over IO pounds. This cat 
very much resembled a wildcat 
and could have been mistaken for 
one at a distance.”

Packard Dealers Increase 
It is near enough to new car 
time for the public to become wary 
of the ’54 models, and dealers with 
heavy stocks now go through an 
unpleasant period. The new Stude- 
bakers are being announced this 
week, and the m erger of the Pack­ 
ard with the Studebaker will mean 
many more dealers for the larger 
car. 
The first price dips of the season 
also will be found in the Studebaker 
line which announces that more 
powerful 1955 models are selling at 
prices $37 to $287 under those on 
similar models of last year. The 
two-door Champion sells for as 
little as $1685 at the factory. The 
hardtop Regal convertible goes for 
only $2215, which is $287 less than 
1954.

Power Issue Explosive 
By Doris Fleeson 


WASHINGTON. - A modest and 
unassuming Mississippian has sha­ 
ken to its foundations the much- 
vaunted Eisenhower power policy 
of partnership between the govern­ 
ment and private enterprise on 
which the President is risking so 
much in this campaign. 
In his soft-spoken testimony be­ 
fore a Senate judiciary subcom­ 
mittee on monopoly, J. D. Stieten- 
roth, former secretary-treasurer of 
the Mississippi Power and Light 
Co., made it absolutely certain that 
the next Congress, whether it is 
Republican or Democratic, Hill 
have an investigation of the power 
industry. Not only the controver­ 
sial Dixon-Yates contract but the 
whole question of the efficacy of 
the public utility holding company 
act will be at issue. 
With the momentum achieved 
now, it easily could rival the dra­ 
matic public utility inquiries dur­ 
ing the early days of Franklin D. 
Roosevelt. This is an amazing re­ 
versal of the most favorable cli­ 
mate for the private utilities since 
the depression. It may prove that 
they made too much hay while the 
sun shone. 
Mr. Stietenroth’s former com­ 
pany is one of four operating sub­ 
sidiaries of Middle South Utilities. 
Middle South Utilities is the Dixon 
of Dixon-Yates. 


From his inside knowledge he 
testified that Dixon-Yates - pro­ 
moted and defended by President 
Eisenhower as an example of free 
enterprise - is virtually risk-proof. 
Should there be any losses, how­ 
ever, he explained that the con­ 
tract allows Middle South to pass 
them on to its operating companies. 
They, of course, would pass them 
on to their customers. 
They are being guaranteed a 
nine percent return on their invest­ 
ment. Stietenroth testified that in 
view of the lack of risk, the money 
could be obtained much cheaper in 
the open market.

Stietenroth was fired by Mississ­ 
ippi Power for what he describes 
as a long fight for increased inde­ 
pendence in the operations of the 
company, all of whose common 
stock is held by Middle South, a 
New York holding company. He 
had been employed by his company 
27 years. 
He was emotional as Committee 
Counsel Sidney Davis touched up­ 
on what it meant to him and his 
family to be fired. He was lucid, 
sensible and often humorous as he 
discussed the relationships of the 
big holding companies with their 
subsidiaries, and the complete de­ 
pendence enforced upon local offi­ 
cials by the New York owners. 
To veterans of the 30’s, much of 
it had a familiar ring. Stieten­ 
roth returned to those days when 
he told how he felt the holding 
company act would cure the prob­ 
lems of the industry. But as the 
years passed, he said, the same 
absentee landlordism and domin-

ation by investors as against oper­ 
ating officials had largely nullified 
the good purposes of the act. 
As sensitive as the utilities are 
to the attacks on Dixon-Yates, it 
was this blow which will hurt most. 
They are on the defensive again 
with these old wounds re-opened. 
A specific investigation of Dixon- 
Yates is one thing. The evident 
intent of Senators Langer and Kef- 


auver to pursue the whole story to 
which Mr. Stietenroth has pointed, 
is very bad news indeed. 
The Senate subcommittee which 
was refused funds to investigate 
Dixon-Yates will almost surely get 
them now. Thus the power issue 
which has been made more ex- 
ploisive in this campaign than in 
any of the recent past is almost 
guaranteed as an issue in 1956.

BIUS Of $92,628 were approved 
by the Warren school board when 
it met Monday. Included was a 
$53,000 rental payment to the Jef­ 
ferson 
school 
authority, 
and 
a 
$24,000 payment to the joint board. 
The Jefferson payment covers a 
half year. 
The board learned that tax col­ 
lections up to the September dead­ 
line had brought in $308,021, just 
$3,000 less than a year ago. Delin­ 
quent collections and late payments 
will add to this total. 
The board approved the pur­ 
chase of chair desks for a new 
room at Lacy school, and three 
old rooms at East. This will com­ 
plete the installation of modem 
furniture in the elementary build­ 
ings, except at South which* has 
enough furniture when some of the 
rooms soon are discontinued. 
The board learned it had re­ 
ceived $667 from the state for the 
May and June lunch payments, and 
approved expenditures of $228 for 
substitutes, $750 for janitor over­ 
time, $49 for special services, $426 
for cafeteria services, and $1,834 
for cafeteria food.

work of the groundskeepers.

GGP California Trouble 
By Thomas L. Stokes 


LOS ANGELES - There are two 
matters hardly in the category of 
issues that are giving Republicans 
trouble in their campaign here in 
California in this 
critical 
year. 
Both are involved likewise in the 
campaign all over the country, 
though one has a peculiar wrinkle 
in this state. 
We’ll take that up first. 
This is the argument, coming to 
be stressed more and more by Re­ 
publican speakers, that President 
Eisenhower needs a Republican 
Congress to avoid a “divided gov­ 
ernment” that might produce a 
stalemate between the Executive 
and Congress. Republicans concede 
that many Democrats in Congress 
have supported the President in 
his first two years in office and 
probably will continue to do so on 
matters of vital national interest, 
whatever party controls Congress. 
But, they argue, 
the President 
must have a Republican Congress 
so that his party and Administra­ 
tion will control committees that 
handle the President’s legislative 
program. Otherwise, they contend, 
there would be no line of authority 
from the 
White 
House to and 
through Congress, but a possible 
blockade if Democrats controlled 
the machinery of Congress, includ­ 
ing its committees. 
Republicans report that they are 
having difficulty getting this line 
of reasoning over to voters here in 
California. This is because of the 
traditional lack of emphasis here 
on party and party labels encour­ 
aged by the cross-filing system 
under which candidates can enter 
the primaries of both parties and 
win both nominations, as has often 
happened. Consequently you had in ' 


The other matter that is plagu­ 
ing Republican campaigners - here 
as elsewhere - is something that 
happened many months ago. This 
Was the characterization of the 
Democratic party as the “party of 
treason” and of the Roosevelt- 
Truman regime as “twenty years 
of treason” by Senators Jenner 
(R., Ind.) and McCarthy at Lin­ 
coln Day dinners last February. 
You recall the resentful outcry 
of Democrats. Nor have they for­ 
gotten. Anybody who thinks they 
have has not been around Demo­ 
crats in this campaign. You find, 
too, that the parfy slander is per­ 
haps most offensive to conserva­ 
tive Democrats of the old school 
who never had any particular fond­ 
ness for either Roosevelt or Tru­ 
man. The Jenner-McCarthy tirade, 
as a matter of fact, has needled 
into action some sunshine, 
fair 
weather Democrats who never took 
any interest in off-year elections 
such as that in November. 
This explains a routine through 
which Senator Knowland of this 
state, Senate Administration lead­ 
er, goes as he makes campaign 
speeches about this state. At some 
point or other he takes time out to 
insist that Democrats are loyal and 
patriotic citizens, and that the only 
“party of treason” is the Com­ 
munist party. 
The first time you hear this as 
you listen to the Senator it startles 
you, coming gratuitously and out of 
the blue as it were. It has a con­ 
descending, 
stuffedshirt 
sound, 
though Senator Knowland does not 
mean it that way at all. He is 
very earnest. When you listen to 
Democrats speak up bitterly about 


the Jener-McCarthy line of attack, 
you understand this “Knowland- 
ism.” 
If Democrats should capture con­ 
trol of th,e Senate in the November 
election, Senators McCarthy and 


Jenner would be deposed from their 
committee chairmanships. 
You 
might be surprised to find out that 
some voters regard this as reason 
enough to give the President a 
Democratic Congress. 


the California legislature, and also 
in California’s delegation in the 
House of Representatives in Wash­ 
ington to a lesser extent, members 
i, who got the support of both parties 
and so had no obligation to any 
party. There was very little party 
responsibility as most states know 
it in the California legislature, a 
condition that often frustrated Gov­ 
ernors of California who were try­ 
ing to put through a program. With 
the public generally, the emphasis 
was on men, rather than party. 
The cross-filing law recently was 
modified to require designation of 
candidates by party, but the old 
modes of thinking persist, as Re­ 
publicans are finding out in trying 
to preach the necessity of a repub­ 
lican Congress for the President. 
One of them who has just returned 
from a canvass of the whole state 
put it thus: 
“There is, for example, a Dem­ 
ocratic Congressman running for 
re-election whom voters like. He 
tells them he has supported the 
President, which is the case, and 
will continue to do so, which may 
or may not happen, of course. The 
voters like him; 
they like 
the 
President. They have become ac­ 
customed to vote for men, rather 
than party. This makes it hard to 
get them to see the importance of 
Administration and party control 
of committees.” 
Republicans frankly are handi­ 
capped in their arguments about 
the necessity of a Republican Con­ 
gress because it was not so long 
ago that the shoe was on the other 
foot. You recall how in the 1946 
election, 
halfway through 
Tru­ 
man’s first term, Republicans won 
control of Congress, the famous 
80th Congress, and there was the 
“divided government” about which 
they are now raising an alarm. 
They are very proud of the 80th 
Congress which Mr. Truman de­ 
nounced so bitterly. Their cam­ 
paign handbook this year recites 
he record, 
including the 
Taft- 
Hartley labor law, and party lead­ 
ers speak boastfully of how that 
Congress blocked Fair Deal meas­ 
ures proposed by President Tru­ 
man.

now. This show is going to go on 
and on and on, forever. This is 
the Hudson Theater. 
I think it 
sleeps 800 people. This show — well, 
it’s not a spectacular. It’s kind of a 
monotony. And if this show is any­ 
where near as successful as ‘Today’ 
and ‘Home,’ they’re going to put 
on another show called ‘Son of 
Tonight.’ 
That’s the kind of humor Allen 
has - a sort of late at night, earthy, 
“Aaah, the hell with it” kind of 
humor that is entirely suitable to 
that hour. Apparently, NBC had 
sent out a Cadillac with a remote 
unit aboard that was supposed to 
bring in something or other but 
the driver got pinched or some­ 
thing.

Cut Juvenile Delinquency 
The English have come up with 
a large part of the answer to what 
is called juvenile delinquency. They 
have reduced it fourteen per cent 
in one year, and in only one crime 
in twenty have Britain delinquents 
resorted to violence 
since 
the 
changes were made. Four proba­ 
tion homes and two juvenile courts 
have been closed because the young 
criminals or potential criminals 
have decreased in number. 
According to Between the Lines, 
this improvement has been accom­ 
plished through a plan which is 
based on the belief that children 
must be taught to behave. They 
are not born educated and are not 
naturally good citizens. They must 
learn these things and such learn­ 
ing must be supported by related 
practices. 
One major step was the organi­ 
zation of many youthful clubs, with 
one city, Liverpool, forming 600 
new ones. 
Another happy thought, we think, 
has been the punishing of parents. 
In numerous 
cases, 
parents of 
young offenders have been fined 
heavily! 
Punishment also has been found 
to be a vital part of the program 
when applied directly to the de­ 
linquents. On the Isle of Man, flog- 
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ging was restored. The child crime 
rate dropped greatly. This might 
be an appropttate punishment for 
the young hot rods who are risking 
the lives of all about them with 
insane driving. 
Discipline has become excellent 
in 
the schools since 
corporal 
punishment has been permitted. 
Another part of the program has 
been the control of movies and TV. 
Television has not been allowed to 
present any kind of program as 
long as a sponsor is willing to pay 
for it, and children are barred from 
movies that are graded as suitable 
only for adults. In view of New 
York’s present effort to control 
cartoon books along the same lines 
we must be fully aware of the 
danger here. 
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We might not want to follow 
these ideas step for step, but it is 
interesting to learn what is effec­ 
tive.

Why No Voting Records 
We have explained this before, 
but questions continue to be asked 
and we will explain the problem 
again. We are asked why we do 
not publish all the voting records 
of our elected representatives in 
Harrisburg and Washington. The 
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reason is that we do not have 
them! 
We pay a fairly high price for a 
searching editorial service in Wash­ 
ington, and for that reason we are 
able to give you the voting record 
of Congressman Leon H. Gavin, 
and of the senators. But we have 
been unable to find an unbiased 
service of this kind in Harrisburg. 
We 
can 
obtain the records 
through the officials, themselves, 
or through the political parties in­ 
volved. We do not believe that such 
reports would be unbiased in all 
cases. We also can obtain them 
through organizations, such as the 
Chamber of Commerce. Again we 
are leary of the interpretation that 
might be placed on the decisions 
reached by our legislators. 
In fact, in this democratic nation 
we find it impossible 
for 
your 
newspaper to obtain daily releases 
telling what is transpiring in either 
capital. The price is heavy for 
congressional records, and to per­ 
use them thoroughly is time con­ 
suming. 
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Despite the time and cost, we 
once attempted to get them out of 
Harrisburg but they seemed to 
have trouble keeping us on the 
mailing list.
